His action la ao doisc was 
sustained br the aaeaa'i baadi di- 
vision, T»rd Chief Jnatiea SnMaD 
Hsying that it r><uld not be held u 
matter of law under tha drcumn 
staikcei* thiit the liicycle waanot anao- 
aesary.
